Michaels, the proprietor of 
the saloon, told him to put the gun 
in his pocket, and Michael Stillwell, 
a bystander, also entreated him to get 
the gun out of his hand or some one 
might get shot. Hopkins put the gun 
in his pocket, but a few minutes later 
walked up to 
the 
bar, and, throw­ 
ing down a $10 bill, 
demanded 
a 
drink. 
Michael told 
him that 
he 
didn’t deserve a drink after the way 
he had acted, and Hopkins once more 
pulled his gun, and, pointing it down, 
fired. 
The bullet went through the 
second toe on the right foot of Still­ 
well, who was standing near. 
The 
colored man then left the place, and 
the police were 
telephoned. Before 
they arrived Stillwell had been taken 
to the office of Dr. Taylor, where he 
had his injuries dressed and 
then 
went to his home in the East End. 
He is employed as a printer at the 
new Laughlin plant. 
When Officers McDonald and Wood 
arrived at the scene they found that 
Hopkins had made his escape and 
they started out to find him. He was 
finally located in the 
stable of the 
Bast Liverpool Ice company, and when 
Officer Wood announced to him that 
he was under arrest he pulled his re­ 
volver and pointed it at the officer. 
The officer whipped out his revolver 
and grabbing Hopkins by 
the wi ist 
got his finger on the trigger of the 
revolver held by Hopkins, so that he 
could not free it. 
He then pointed 
his own revolver against

temple 
and ordered him 
to surren­ 
der. 
McDonald grabbed Hopkins to 
assist in the arrest, and the colored 
man had the revolver against

John 
Bailey, a colored man who was acting 
as a spectator, was called upon and 
took the revolver from Hopkins. He 
was landed in the city jail.

in the case, and if he had no recol­ 
lection of the 
affair he could plead 
not guilty

Hopkins 
pleaded not guilty and his hearing 
was set for this evening at 7 o’clock. 
He was placed under $500 bond.

$16.25, a watch, a revolver and
